On the Road to Prosperity 


The time has come when the public must take a 


broader vision in the handling of public service ques- 
tions if the cause of humanity's advancement is to be 
best served. Politics and prejudice must give way be- 
fore REASON and JUSTICE. America is striving 
valiantly and effectively toward a restoration of stable 
prosperity. Mary problems must be solved, many de- 
cisions reached and policies of grave import formu- 
lated. Eventually the American public must approve 
or disapprove each step taken. Will you not, Mr. Citi- 
zen, present an open mind to the problems of the Public 
Utility? 


Some of these problems are difficult of solution, but 


all are understandable if Pure Reason only is courted. 
It is easy to lambast all public service companies in gen- 
eralities, disregardful of facts, for all things that 
seem wrong, but that is not the road to normal pros- 
perity. The eyes and ears and legs and arms of your 
city deserve more judicious consideration. Their wel- 
fare is the city's welfare. Their interests and the city's 
are inseparable. 


The city and the utilty grow side by side, the first 


cannot distance the second. The utility cannot develop 
without new capital. New capital can be attracted 
only when the utility shows a fair profit. In some quar- 
ters it seems to have been suspected that utility com- 
panies know no limit in their greed for increased rates. 
On its face and without regard to moral and ethical 
phases that suspicion is unjustified. Above all things 
else the utility dreads loss of patronage. Unreasonable 
rates would cause such losses. Not a public service 
company in America but would prefer extensive pat- 
ronage at a fair rate to diminished patronage at a 
higher rate! .The former is a healthier and sounder 
business condition and one more likely to attract any 
capital needed for improvement. . The present plight of 
the railroads demonstrates what high rates may bring 
about. No indeed, the utility operator will not seek a 
higher rate than is actually required for development 
and for a fair return on capital invested according to 
his calculations. 


At the time street car fares, for instance, were set- 


tled at five cents as the universally logical figure no one 
considered the possibility that the time might come 
when cars could not be operated profitably at that rate. 
Money values were accepted as permanently fixed, or 
nearly so. The time did come, however, when in many 
cities service could not be maintained for a nickel. The 
way had not been prepared to obtain increases. When 
applications for relief were made some persons were 
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disposed to regard them as attempted 
raids on the public. Authorities, with the 
evidence before them, were inclined to be 
more tolerant, but in many cases relief has 
been slow of realization.

THE AGGREGATE OF RATE IN- 


CREASES GRANTED TO UTILITIES THROUGH- 
OUT THE COUNTRY SINCE THE BEGINNING OF 
THE WAR ERA STRIKES AN AVERAGE OF 55 
PER CENT AS AGAINST INCREASES IN COSTS 
OF LABOR AND MATERIALS RANGING FROM 
100 TO 213 PER CENT. These are facts. The figures

Agencies of government which pass upon rate 


changes held light, power, gas, telephone and street 
railway companies to rates that were admittedly too 
low in the belief that an early return of normal condi- 
tions would obviate necessity for change. It was not 
desired to create new standards of rates and thus add 
to the dislocation of financial conditions as the high 
price era was expected to pass quickly. But it did not 
pass quickly. A period of business depression fol- 
lowed the war boom WITHOUT BRINGING ABOUT 
GENERAL PRICE REDUCTIONS. The utilities were 
whip-sawed. 


Current replacement and improvement expendi- 


tures were of course impossible to utilities, with their 
inadequate rates, throughout the war period. Mate- 
rial and labor costs, far out of proportion to cash re- 
ceipts, drained heavily upon available funds and cred- 
its. The subsiding business boom left utilities with a 
heavy loss of patronage to be borne along with the high 
materials costs, which until the present time have only 
receded to about 150 per cent of normal. Now, 
with funds and credit sadly depleted, and equipment, 
in many cases, in grave need of repair and replace- 
ment, utilities generally must obtain some measure of 
relief. Rest assured they will ask no more than the in- 
dividual operators feel convinced that they must have. 


Well meaning persons who have questioned the 


necessity of rate increases, on the ground that the high 
price peak seems to have been passed, should consider 
these facts, and also inquire further into the matter. 
The public service companies have losses to recuperate 
as well as service to maintain and equipment to replace 
and improve. It is a vital case and the public policy 
should be arrived at without prejudice of favor. This, 
too, should be remembered—THE WELFARE OF
